P. L. Tople Gives Interesting 
Paper on Primary Elec­ 
tions, Last Evening 


The subject 
of 
Prim ary Elections 
was presented at tile meeting of the 
Monday Club last evening in a most in­ 
teresting and instructive manner

Mr. P. L. Tople. 
Til is subject could 
not have come at a more opportune 
time and it called forth a lively discus­ 
sion.

“ In the early days of the republic 
tile nominating system as now known 
did not exist. 
Candidates for local of­ 
fices were presented to the electorate 
upon their own announcement, upon 
the indorsement of mass meeting?, by 
informal caucuses, etc. Candidates for 
state offices were generally examined 
»y a legislative caucus composed of 
members of tile party in the legislative 
)ody. 
Out of this form came the sys- 
' 0 m of representative 
party 
govern­ 
ment, which at tile time was regarded 
vs a great triumph. 
By INK) the dele­ 
gate convention system had been gen­ 
erally adopted. 
Law did not. interfere 
with the nominating 
process. 
Party 
tradition and customs ruled. 
"Accompanying the adoption of the 
new nominating system certain other 
important political practices were in­ 
troduced. 
The Jacksonian Democracy 
established the doctrine that political 
offices are legitimate spoils of the par­ 
ty in power and may lie properly em- j 
ployed to advance the interests of the j 
party organization. 
The application 
of tile principle increased the number 
of voters, likewise tile number of of­ 
fices was increased and all offices re­ 
garded as a party requisite. 
“ Irater tile great Influx of people into 
tile United States necessitated rapid 
issimihUion of various racial elements 
'nto the section which produced a dif- 
'ereiit political situation. At the same 
'ime the concentration of people nto 
large cities created and made neces­ 
sary more public offices, and iii til is 
rapid growth much evil 
became 
in­ 
volved in the primary convention sys- 
tom.” 
The character, "Political Boss,” was 
well described and examples of bis 
work were cited, and very few states 
and cities there are which have not 
felt his power. 
Tile old convention system of nom! 
nating is condemned on the tact that 
corporations and wealthy men control 
them. 
No one doubts that tile candi­ 
dates for federal offices are selected 
before the convention meets. 
A few 
men select the candidate for their par­ 
ty, tile convention adopts him. 
It is quite clear that reform in tile 
methods of nominating party cand! 
dates is a step which logically follows 
the establishment of a ballot that is 
practically honest and a count that Is 
fair. 
The Australian secret, ballot system 
was not adopted in this country until 
the year 188.r». Tile reform- was almost 
Instantly established and the system is 
used uniformly in all the states. 
The 
system did not eliminate all tile evils 
but it prohibited wholesale purchasing 
of votes. 
Since 1897 the primary election sys­ 
tem lies been adopted in many states. 
California lias the distinction of pass­ 
ing the first primary election law with­ 
out any party designation or emblem 
on it. 
The primary election law has 
eliminated tho boss and big corpora­ 
tions from running candidates, 
lias 
abolished trading and buying of votes 
and has freed candidates 
from 
the 
burden of large contributions and lias 
mado it possible for men to bo nomi­ 
nated who under tho convention sys­ 
tem had no show. 
This law is also beneficial morally as 
well as politically. 
It rests with the 
voter whether tho 
primary 
system 
shall bo handed over to a few. 
lf the 
mass of voters become indifferent we 
sIihII bo wanting in our civic duties. 
Th principal point brought out in 
the discussion was that regarding tile 
need of parties in municipal and coun­ 
ty elections, and the majority seemed 
to favor tile elimination.
